St. Lovis, June 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] Congressman R. P. 
Bland, the great silver advocate, is 
here. Reviewing the silver situation, 
as affected by the action of the Indian 
government, he said: 

‘*Heroic measures will be required on 
the part of this Government for the re- 
monetization of silver. Most emphat- 
ically Ido not think it is a knock-out for 
silver in this country. On the contrary 
I think if Congress does not adopt some 
measure looking to a bi-metallic stand- 
ard it. will make the battle of standards 
the coming issue inthis country. This 
battle will disrupt political parties and 
cause a contest between the commercial 
centers and agricultural districts of the 
country. The free coinage of silver is 
demanded by the laboring classes, and 
this is what the free silver men now de- 
mand of Congress. , 

‘The demonetization of silver is a 
conspiracy between the banking insti- 
tutions of England and the eastern por- 
tion of the United States, and the sus- 
pension of silver coinage in India is 
part of this conspiracy to bulldoze the 
Congress of the United States to the 
adoption of a single gold standard. I 
do not believe they will succeed. If 
tle Democratic Congress stands true to 
its pledges this conspiracy will not suc- 
ceed. The low price of silver is due to 
the fact that this and other govern- 


ments are discriminating against it, 


and that the money interests in this 
and other countries have foughtit. No 
important commercial country has re- 
cently had vent for the free exchange 
of gold and silver. The effort has been 
to dam up silver and prevent its free 
exchange in the commerce of nations. 
That the United States by free coinage 
can restore silver to its original value 
was practically admitted by the British 
royal commission of 1888, consisting 
of twelve members, six of them uncom- 
promising monometallists. They ad- 

mit France alone could maintain a par- 
ity of the two metals ataratio of 15% 
to 1. This country is stronger in ma- 
terial wealth, developed and unde- 
veloped, than England and France com- 
bined.”’ 


SILVER DECLINING. 


Treasury Purchases of the Metal May Be 
Delnyed. 

WAsuincTox, June 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.|] Secretary Carlisle’s 
mail this morning was loaded down 
with letters from bankers, commercial 
men and others, calling on the Presi- 
den to convene Congress at once in ex- 
tra session to consider the financial 
legislation. The pressure is great, but 
there is semi-official authority for the 
statement that Congress will not be 
convened before September. 

A Cabinet officer speaking of the finan- 
cial situation, said this morning there 
was no doubtinhis mind that the re- 
peal of the Sherman law would bring 
about much needed relief. Whether 
temporary or permanent, 
could demonstrate. Still there was no 
certainty even now that Congress 
would repeal the Sherman law. The 
House is more favorable than it seems 
te be. Heintimated if the President 
were convinced that Congress would 
immediately repeal the Sherman law, 
that body might be convened in extra 
session before September, but, he con- 
cluded, ‘‘The leaven is working.”’ 

According to the treasury advices, 
silver continues to decline, the price in 
London today being 34d. per ounce, or 
30.7839 in our money. This makes 
a silver dollar worth today, as bullion, 
57 cents. Since the treasury went out 
ofthe market as a purchaser of sil- 
ver on June 21, the price has declined 
from $0.822 to $0.739 per ounce. 
July 3 isthe time for the next pur- 
chases to begin, but it 
Treasury Department that purchases 
may be delaved until July 5 or 8. Sec- 
retary Carlisle is giving close attention 
to the situation, ance will have a special 
conference with the President on the 
silver question tonight. 

The President and Secretary Car- 
lisle willspend the night together at 
Woodley, the President's country seat, 
considering treasury appointments and 
financial matters. A large batch of 
papers was taken out there this after- 
noon. 


A GIGANTIC UNDERTAKING, 


How Mexican Fivauciers Would Settle the 


Silver Question. 

City oF Mexico, June 28.—jBy the 
Associated Press.] A tremendous drop 
in the price of silver, bringing exchange 
on New York to 66 per cent., has cre- 
ated much discussion among Mexican 
bankers. They generally regard ‘the 
present situation as offering a good op- 
portunity for the United States to force 
bi-metallism upon Europe. It is sug- 
gested that the United “States might 
issue a gold loan of 3500,000,000 in 


-413 percent. bonds, which, it is said, 


would be immediately taken. up in 
Europe, where all other government se- 
curities would immediately drop heavily, 
not being able tocompete with Ameri- 
can bonds. Then, according to the 
theory, gold would flow into the United 
States, and, in a short time. bi-metallism 
would have t6 be adopted by Europe, 
and the enormous quantity of silver 
held by the American treasury would 
rise in value, the whole transaction 
being immensely profitable to the 
United States.

Lonpon, Jane 28.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Mr. Gladstone gave 
a further reply in the House of Com- 
mons today, tothe question asked yes- 
terday by Rt. Hon. George Goschen,

The act 
adopted Monday by the Indian govern- 

ment repealed certain clauses of the 
Indian Coinage Act of 1870. and the 
power of the Indian government to pur- 
chase silver and coin rupees whenever 
itsaw fit was not affected by the new 
act. 


WHEAT ACTIVE. 


Millions of Bashels Bound for Europe in 
Exnchange tor Gold. 

New York, June 28.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A morning paper says 
that the énormous export of wheat 
from this port during the last few 
weeks has createda demand for canal 
boats which far more than equals the 
supply. There are 300 boats here, 
loading and unloading, and the cap- 
tains are-so busy that thev will not 
wait for return cargoes unless they get 
them within twenty-four hours. 

There are 1,200,000 bushels of wheat 
storedin New York, Brooklyn and Jer- 
sey City, and inthe course of trans- 
portation there are 1,500,000 bushels 
on the lakes and 2,600,000 bushels in 
the Erie Canal and Hudson River, onthe 
way to Europe to be turned into gold. 
In addition to over 14,000,000 bushels 
of wheat (including flour) cleared from 
Atlantic and Pacific points during the 
four weeksending June 23, engagement 
of freight room has already been made 
at Atlantic ports alone for 10,000,000 
bushels that will go abroad within the 
next thirty to forty-five days. The ag- 
gregate of 24,000,000 bushels of 
wheat shipped since May 27, to be ex- 
ported within a few weeks, is equiva- 
lent to a draft upon the banks of Europe 
for over $16,500,000, even at the 
phenomenally low prices at which the 
cereal is now selling. 


AT THE BANKS. 


A Statement That Cleveland Has 
vassed Congress. 

New York, June 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Bankers reported an 
easier condition in the money market 
this morning. There were no extra- 
ordinary shipments, and the only thing 
which was noticed out of the ordinary 
was the large number of demands for 
rediscounts from all over the country. 
The Clearing House Loan Committee 
issued $1,830.000 in certificates, 
making the total amount issued $6,- 
360,000. -The sub-treasury trans- 
ferred $115,000 to San Francisco by 
telegraph in return for gola deposited. 

The free gold in the treasury today is 
just $96,000,000. Much talk prevails 
in Wall street asto the reason which 
prevented the President caliing Con- 
gress together immediately. An _ inti- 
mate friend of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, in conversation with the re- 
porter, said that, according to Carlisle, 
a canvass of the members of Congress 
two months ago, on behalf of Cleveland, 
resulted inlearning there was a major- 
ity of the House in favor of the repeal 
of the Sherman law, but in the Senate 
there was a majority of twenty the 
other way. It was believed, however, 
enoogh Senators (eleven at least) would 
be converted before September to ena- 
bie the repeal of the measure to pass 
the upper house.

Daring Attempt. to Hold Up 
a Train, 


Fireman Martin Killed by One of 
the Desperadoes. 


The Latter Deserted by His Confed- 
erates and Captured. 


A Brave Conductor Makes Him Prisoner 
Single-handed—Two Others Put ~ 
to Flight—Officers in 
Pursuit.

San Antonio (Tex.,) June 28.—[By 
the Associated Press.] The boldest at- 
tempt at train robbery which ever oc- 


curred in Texas took place this 
afternoon near Breckenridge. The 
affair resulted in the killing of 
F. N. Martin, a fireman, and 


the capture of one of the robbers, who 
gives his name as J. D. May, a cowboy.

RKob- 
ber May jumped into the cab and or- 
dered Engineer Tierney to run the train 
across Indian River bridgé. Instead of 
complying he put on the air-brakes and 
the train came to a standstill. Witha 
parting shot at the engineer, the rob- 
ber jumped from the engine and 
started up the track ona hard run. 
Conductor Steele rushed into the en- 
gine, and cutting loose from the train, 
started with the messenger and En- 
gineer Tierney in pursuit. 

Finding he could not escape over the 
bridge, the robber took to the brush. 
Conductor Steele started single-handed, 
and chased him, firing as he went. The 
three robbers at the bridge commenced 
firing, and the yolleys were returned by 
the engineerand messenger. Conductor 
Steele overhauled May and disarmed 
The robbers at the 
bridge disappeared, leaving a Wincnes- 
ter rifle behind.

HORRIBLE AFFAIR, 


A Woman Murdered by a Union Iron 
Works Employee. 


Mrs. Griffes Deserts Her Husband and 
Family to Go With Martin O'Neill, 
With Fatal Consequences 
to Herself.

San Francisco, June 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.| One of the most 
atrocious murders ever committed in 
this city occurred at an early hour 
Wednesday morning, but the full de- 
tails of which did not become known 
untiltonight. The victim was a woman, 
Mrs. Kate Griffes, wife of a reporter 
emplovedon one of the local papers, 
and her murderer was Martin O'Neill, 
the foreman of the galvanizing depar- 
mentatthe Union [ron Works. The 
woman was found ina dying condition 
in a private room of a saloon on the 
harbor frontearly this morning, and 
died while being removed to the hos- 
pital. 


It was known that O’Neill had been 
in the saloon with her, and he was ac- 
cording arrested, though it was believed 
for some time that the woman had died 
from natural causes, as no marks of 
violence were found upon her, until 
the autopsy was held later in 
the day. It was discovered then 
that the wooden handle attached toa 
bouguet of flowers had been thrust into 
her body and bent and twisted until a 
great gash had beentornin the flesh, 
and her internal organs mutilated in a 
most horrible manner. Parts of the 
bouquet were found imbedded in her 
stomach. The fiendish work of the 
murderer had produced an internal 
hemorrhage, which resulted in her 
death in a short time. 

Mrs. Griffes formerly lived in Phila 
delphia, but came here some years ago, 
and has been living in Alameda with 
her husband and her six-year-old 
daughter. She was a young wo- 
man of very attractive appear- 
ance. Recently she had become 
addicted to the use of intoxicating 
liquors, and had been in the habit of 
visiting the saloon where she met her 
death. While coming to San Francisco 
on the ferryboat .fuesday evening, 
she met O'Neill, with whom she had 
a slight acquaintance. He is 50 
years of age, and has a family, and has 
been regarded as a respectable man. 
He invited Mrs. Griffes to the saloon, 
and they remained there together for 
several hours, during which time they 
drank a great deal and became very 
much intoxicated, especially the man. 

Itisnot known definitely just how 
the crime occurred, but there is every 
reason to believe that O'Neill, frenzied 
with liquor, finally attempted to assault 
Mrs. Griffes, and when she resisted he 
picked up a bouquet with a wooden han- 
die, which was the only thing in the na- 
ture of a weaponin the room, and made 
the brutal attack. The woman made no 
outcry, and after O'Neill had completed 
the horrible mutilation, he left the sa- 
loon, and the deed was not discovered 
until the bartender had occasion to en- 
terthe room. O'Neill was in a drunken 
stupor today, and claims that he re- 
members nothing of the tragedy.

THE COLLECTOR BOUNCED. 


Another Remoral Consequent Upon the 
Puget Sound Frauds, 

AWasninotox, June 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} President Cleveland 
this morning summarily removed from 
office Lotan, the Collector of Customs 
at Portland, Or. This unusual action 
was taken on receipt this morning of a 
telegram from the special agents of the 
Treasury Wepartment, who have been 
engaged some time in investigating 
fraudulent practices prevailing in the 
Poget Sound and Portland districts. 
The telegram stated they had informa- 
tion of the intended landing 
land of a large number of Chinese cool- 
ies.

On June 15, Collector Lotan, in dis- 
regard of official instructions from the 
Treasury Department, landed from the 
steamer Danube about two hundred and 
fifty Chinese, claiming to be merchants, 
but who were described in an official 
report to the department asa scaly 
and uncouth appearing lot of coolies. 
More coolies are expected on board 
the steamer Haytien Republic, en 
route to Portland, and it is believed by 
the Treasury Department if Collector 
Lotan had been left office 
he would land them without re- 
gard to the law, as was done in 
the case of the Danube. As far back 
as March 8 Collector Lotan was in- 
structed bv Assistant Secretary Spaul- 
ding as follows: “it is ascertained 
that many Chinese enter the United 
States upon frandulent papers certify- 
ing themto be returning merchants. 
You will hereafter disregard such pa- 
pers, and refuse entry until it is proved 
to your satisfaction that persons pre- 
senting them have a right to land.”’ 

Since that time many hundred Chi- 
nese have been landed at Portland upon 
bogus affidavits and certificates.

“CUSTOMS FRAUDS. 


California Cental Bags a Topic 
for Diseussion. 


Difficulty in the Matter of Imposing 
Duties Thereon. 


A Letter from a Dealer to the. 


Investigating Committee. 


He Holds That the Reported Loss of Big 
Sums to the Government is Ground- . 
less—A Hag-maker Deeply 
Concerned. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
New York, June 28.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] James Wilson of this city 
Was recently a witness before the Cus- 
tomhouse Investigating Committee, 
but, fecling that the evidence he would 
give was not comprehensive enough, he 
has written a letter to Chairman Fair- 
child of the investigating committee, 
in which he says, in part: ‘I du not 
fee] the proceedings of the committee 
were seriously intended to elicit all the 
facts regarding importations and return 
of California cental bags. The fault is 


not in the appraiser, but in the 
law of Congress. The McKinley 
act called upon the appraiser 


to distinguish between bags of for- 
eign and domestic manufacture, but it 
is impossible, however preponderating 
the balance of evidence may be, to say 
absolutely where an individual bag is 
made, and it seems to me that, under 
the circumstances, the appraiser can- 
not justly impose a penalty of duty, but 
is bound to give the bag the benefit of 
the doubt.

America. I have actual knowledge that, 
for the last vear, Collins has been busy 
collecting evidence to prove the foreign 
origin of most of these returned bags, 
and yet within that time I have sold 
him many thousands of these bags, all 
of which he entered free, anc in regard 
to which he has taken oath at the cus- 
tomhouse in New York that to the best 
of his knowledge and beliefthey are 
bags of American manufacture. 

“You evidently adopt his (Collins) 
theories with unquestioning faith, and 
treat with slight consideration and 
scant courtesy those half dozen of 
other witnesses, most of them 
who are traders of much greater 
knowledge and wider experience 
than he, and have apparently con- 
demed, as ignorant and inefficient, the 
New York examiner, and, by implica- 
tion, all other examiners or appraisers, 
or these cental bags are passed free 
hrough every customhouse from Bos- 
fon to New Orleans.”’

THE COURTS. 


The Singular Ilmess Afflicting 
Lottie Kellogg. 


Home Without a Mother is Profer- 
able to the Patient. 


An Amusing Letter Finds Its Way 
Court. 


Jadge McKinley Makes an Order on a 
Motion to Dissolve a Restraining 
Order—Richard Harlow on 
Trial for Embezzlement. 


Whether Lottie Kellogg’s complaint is 
atrophy, chronic and aggravated lazi- 
ness, or any other ailment that may be- 
come apparent by the same general line 
of characteristic symptoms, is not at 
present known. The lack of conclusive 
evidence on this point was one of the 
principal reasons found by Judge Clark 
yesterday for continuing the hearing on 
the application of Mrs. Sarab Kellogg, 
Lottie’s mother, to be appointed guar- 
dian of her daughter, on the grounds 
that she was an incompetent. 

Several weeks ago a fairly well- 
dressed and respectable-looking young 
man walked into the County Clerk’s of- 
fice and said that he desired a marriage 
license. Deputy Kutz stepped promptly 
up to the register with the alacrity he 
always displays when assisting in the 
initial steps of the matrimonial ven- 
tures in response, and proceeded to fill 
out the blanks in the big book of 


record. When had  partial- 
ly finished this work something 
was whispered in his ear, and he 


stopped short. The anxious applicant 
asked fora reasonwhy. when he was 
told that he could not have a license. 
The woman he desired to marry was 
Lottie Kellogg, and, as the petition of 
the mother was then on file, it would be 
illegal to issue a license until the com- 
petency of the second contracting 
party was establisncd by the court. So 
a big black mark of cancellation was 
sorrowfully drawn across the page by 
Mr. Kutz, and the applicant went out 
swearing vengeance upon any one who 
would seek to estrange him from his 
promised bride. After a time the 
story developed itself, as hearsay state- 
ments were puttogether to form the 
connected narrative. Mrs. Kellogg, it 
was said, had lived in Claremont during 
last year with her daughter Lottie. 
The two got along fairly well, as 
mother and daughter should, for a con- 
siderable length of time, until Lottie 
took it into her head to act queerly. 
She said it was sickness, but others 
pronounced it all imagination. She 
would suddenly be overcome with lassi- 
tude and take to her bed, and caution 
the mother not to touch her. or cause 
her to move, or she would die. This 
sort of thing worked pretty well fora 
time until the old and good-natured 
mother finally tired of waiting 
upon a daughter who was to all 
appearances healthy, and possessed of 
a robust form and good appetite, and 
suggested that a little exercise would 
be of benefit. Lottie didn’t see it that 
way, though, and Mrs. Kellogg lost 
patience at last, and very decidedly 
commanded the child of her heart to 
get up and move about instead of lying 
idly upon her back. It wasn’t Lottie’s 
day to be obedient and responsive to 
maternal authority, so she still declared 
that such a course would mean almost 
instant death. The mother’s will was 
the strongest, however, and she in- 
sisted upon her command being obeyed, 
so whenever the ‘‘attacks’’ occurred, 
Lottie was put through a course of 
treatment on the plan referred to with- 
out delay. She didn’t like it at all, but 
it was noticed that the threatened 
death never came upon her as she had 
predicted. But with all the pleasure 
of peaceful indolence taken away, home 
and mother became a burden, and Miss 
Lottie betook herself to the domicile 
of Miss Maggie Plummer,-a friend, who 
lived at San Gabriel. This Miss Plum- 
mer had conceived a singular affection 
for Lottie, and gave the latter to under- 
stand that she might be ‘‘sick’’ just as 
much andas long asshewished. There- 
upon Miss Kellogg immediately retired to 
her bed with the repeated injunction 
that she be not moved else that quick 
and sudden death, which had so long 
been following on her track, would 
overtake her. While at the Plummer 
house she became acquainted with the 
young man referred to, who made ap- 
plication fora marriage license, and 
decided to become his wife. Believing 
that her daughter was not entirely 
right in her mind, and further, that she 
would be the proper person to care for 
her, Mrs. Kellogg applied for letters of 
guardianship. 

The case came up yesterday in De- 
partment Two for hearing, there being 
several protestants against the filing of 
the letters present, Miss Plummer be- 
ing one of them. The ‘‘invalid’’ her- 
self was not in attendance, but she sent 
in the following amusing letter to the 
court: 


Hon. W. H. Clark—DearR Str: Please ex: | 


cuse pencil, as ink will not flow while I am 
in a recumbent ition. I am cited to ap- 
pear before you inthe matter of a petition 
filed in your court, alleging thatI am an 
incompetent and neecé a guardian. I ad- 
mitthat Iam physically unable tocare for 
myself, but I positively deny that Iam 
mentally incompetent to judge for myself 
or choose my own habitation. Iam sorry 
that my strength will not permit me to ap- 

ar in person and answer more satisfac- 
torily the unjust charges against me. Be- 
fore you allow a move in my present condi- 
tion, please send two disinterested physi- 
clans toexamine me and judge of my mental 
capabilities. Ido not see how it would be 
possible toever have thé use of my limbs 
again if moved in their present condition. 
I have had this disease three times before, 
and never recovered except by getting 
wholly free from mother's authority in re- 
gard to exercise. The first time I recov- 
ered at home, afterthe physicians advised 
mother tostop issuing any coercive meas- 
ures in regard to anything. The other two 
times I was obliged to get wholly free from 
home and not hear fromthere. The first 
physician consulted was Dr. Wakefield, 
who coincided with mother. The next 
calied was Dr. Susi of Philadelphia, who 
bas practicedin the city for thirty years. 
He pronounced it atrophy, avery serious 
obscure disease, and dificult to dvercome. 
The third, Dr. E. C. Bolles of Browntown, 
Minn., progressive muscular atrophy. Dr. 
Bartlett, headof the State Insane Asylum 
at St. Peter, Minn., progressive muscular 
atrophy. Dr. A. H. Steen of St. Paul said 
spinal sclerosis, a form of muscular atro- 
phy. lhope you will give us time to write 
to these gentlemen, if the suit goes against 
me, before allowing me to be moved.

ON MOTION TO DISSOLVE. 

An opinion has been rendered by 
Judge McKinley in which it is ordered 
that the motion to dissolve a restraining 
order in the case of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Manufacturing Company vs. 
Todd be denied. The action was 
brought to restrain the defendant from 


interfering with the management of the 


business of the plaintiff company. It 
appeared from the pleadings and afi- 
davits presented on the motion for the 
dissolution ofthe restraining order that 
the defendant was the manager of said 
company, but that the board of directors 
had undertaken to remove him. The 
motion of the defendant to dissolve the 
restraining order was based upon two 
propositions. First, that the injunc- 
tion would not lie, because the effect 
would be to prevent the exercise 
of a private officer by the person 
in possession’ against the inhibition 


of section 8428 of the Civil Code; and/ 


in the second place that he had not 
been legaliy removed. If it was con- 
ceded that the office of manager was 
one within the provisions of the section 


mentioned, the Court took it that the | 


construction of that section was to be 
made upon the same principles as the 
rule sustained by the authorities .of 
other States, of which it wasa concise 
statement, that equity would not inter- 
fere to determine the legality of an 
election of corporate officers. But that 
rule did not deprive equity of any 
power to afford relief where there were 
other grounds that justified an inter- 
ference, even if it should be necessary 
to determine incidentally the validity 
of anelection. That provision simply 
meant that such an action could not be 
maintained for the purpose of deter- 
mining the validity of an election or of 
ousting the person in possession of an 
office. If, however, a person in posses- 
sion of an oftice threatened to, and 
would unless restrained, commit wrongs 
for which there would be no redress at 
law and which would work irreparable 
injury, then equity would intefere to 
protect the party whose rights were 
affected. 

Ifsuch was not the proper construc- 
tion ef the rule, the property rights of 
a corporation would be at the mercy of 
any person who migbt obtain possession 
of an office as managing agent. No in- 
junction could be .maintained which 
merely restrained the exercise of a cor- 
porate office by the personin posses- 
sion, but it might be maintained to re- 
strain the exercise of such an office by a 
person in possession, if such exercise 
was wrongful and in a manner which 
demanded equitable prevention in order 
to preserve the rights of others. In 
short, Packard could not obtain an in- 
junction to restrain the exercise of the 
office by Todd, based upon the ground 
that Packard was entitled to the office, 
but the plaintiff could obtain an in- 
junction, since it would suffer an irre- 
parable injury to the property if equity 
did not interfere. In 28 New Jersey, 
225-226, the holding was made that 
“It is clear that acourt of equity has 
no jurisdiction to remove an officer of 
a corporation from an office of which he 
has possession, or todeclare the for- 


feiture of such office. Its decree 
will not, like judgment of a court 
of law, operate in rem, = and 


remove or oust any one from an office 
which he in fact holds. .When the ob- 
ject is simply to determine the regu- 
larity of anelection, or to deolare an 
oftice to which any one has been duly 


elected forfeited, a court of lawis the 


proper and only competent tribunal. 
Soit is the only proper tribunal to re- 
cover the possession of lands, or au- 
thoritatively to settle and declare the 
title in real or possessory actions. Yet 
when the object is to protect lands 
from waste or destruction, to compel 
the specific performance of a contract 
or toexercise any other power over 
them vested in a court of equity, it may 
inquire and determiue asto the title.’’ 

Other authorities were quoted from 
liberally, and astothe additional pro- 
position involved it was thought that 
as the defendant, Todd, took part in the 
meeting at which Packard was elected 
president, he could not dispute its val- 
idity, but that even if he could that the 
meeting of May 26 was duly called as 
was shown to have been calied at the 
instance of both White and Packard, 
and one of them was president. The 
motion to dissolve the restraining or- 
der would, therefore, be denied. 

FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 

Richard Harlow was on trial yester- 
day in Department One charged with 
embezzling coin and several small ar- 
ticles of Fisher & Green to the value of 
$78. Harlow, during the latter part of 
January last, was employed as a bar- 
keeper in the saloon of the firm named. 
One night, upon locking up the place, 
it was alleged that he took the money 
in the till, together with a pistol, and 
failed to return either the money or 
the “gun’’ on the day following, but 
rather skipped out for San Diego, leav- 
ing his employers minus the coin and 
pistol. The defense offeréd was that 
the defendant had been drinking and 
therefore was not responsible for his 
actions, as he did not intend to steal the 
money or firearm.

A NEW BUG FROM JAPAN. 


Arrival of Infested Trees at San Franc isea@ 
from Japan. 

The San Francisco cna —of- Tuesday 
says: 

“[ have neverin all my experliaeal as 
quarantine officer seen such an infected 
fruit tree as that which I buried in the Bay 
this morning. It was literally covered 
with a bluish aphis similar to the insec§ 
that affects our prune trees. Come with 
me and I will show you what it is like,” 
and Mr. Craw led aCall reporter into” his’ 
observation room in the _ horticultoral 
butiding, where he bas arranged the masy 
glass jars containing specimens of the dif. 
ferent plaot and scale bugs. 

‘This is what the cherry tree was like,” 
resumed Mr. Craw, handling a small vial 
containing threesmaii portions of the ig. 
fectedaree, which was a cherry tree, an@ 
which was completely covered with creep. 
ing things innumerable, both small and 
great. 

The cherry tree was attached to five 
prune trees which arrivedon the steamer 
China yesterday from Japan, and were 
consigned to Santa Cruz, which would me 
cessitate the trees being sent through the 
Santa Clara Valley, one of the larges§ 
cherry sections in the State.

Itis natural enough for a person 
whose worldly possessions consist of a 
few hundred dollars to be deeply con- 
cerned astotheir safety, but at the 
very time that he ought to be governed 
by sound judgment he is the prize idiot 
ofthe lot. At the first intimation of 
danger he makes an onslaught upon the 
credit of the bank which constitutes his 
security. Instead of doing what he can 
to increase confidence he does every- 
thing he can to break it down. Having 
got his money into his own hands, after 
the bank has weathered the storm and 
resumed business, he goes back and re- 
deposits it, congratulating himself on 
the fact that he has accomplished a feat 
in finance from which the Rothschilds 
might learn a lesson.

WEATHER AND CROPS... 


Weekly Balletin of the Weather Bureau 
for Southern California. 

Following is the regular weekly crop 
bulletin of the Weather Bureau for 
Southern California for the week ending 
June 26: 

The reports for the past week show that 
crops made a rapid growth under the infla- 
ence of the warm, clear weather which 
prevailed in all the districts. Fruits 
ripened fast. Apricots are about ready 
for market, and drying should begin ina 
few days. Early pears and peaches are 
ripe in some localities, and with a contin- 
uation of the favorable conditions will be 
in market generally at an early day. Corn 
is growing finely, and the reports indicate 
thatthe Chino and Anaheim sugar-beet 
crop will be large, with a high percentage 
of saccharine matter. 

The Los Angeles. markets are supplied 
with fruits of nearly every description at 
reasonable rates, Itis stated in some of 
the papers that the frdit market may pos- 
sibly be affected by the stringency in the 
money market and bank troubles; can- 
ners, it is feared, will not be able to obtain 
accommodations asin former years, and, 
as a consequence, itisfeared that a por- 
tion of the canneries may not start up. 

Following are reports in detail: # 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: The weather 
continued warm and favorable, and crops 
are looking well. Irrigation of corn bas 
begun. 

Los Angeles county—Lancaster: The 
first apricots were in market last week, 
The second mowing of alfalfa has been 
made, and the hay is retailing at $10 per 
ton. Verdugo: Apricots, early pears. and 
peaches are ripening. Blackberries are 
abundant. Monrovia: Apricots are ripen- 
ing, but there is no market for the crop. 
Duarte: Summer weather prevailed ; the 
highest temperature was 9°°. Crops are 
growing finely: apricots are Fe Po- 
mona: Apricots are ripening rapidly, the 
crop amounts to one-half or one-third of 
last year’s yield. Prices are uncertain, 
though itis saidthat the Fruit Growers’ 
Association has sold 300 tons at $25 per 
ton. Choice cherries were producedin the 
valley this year. 

San Bernardino county—Ontario: Ber- 


ries are being shipped in large quantities | 


to Arizona, New Mexico and Colorado; the 
shipments amount to about a ton a week. 
Chino: A heavier hay crop than was ex- 
pected was harvested on the Chino ranch. 
The warm weather is causing sugar beets 
to make a rapid growth;-the crop will be 
large. : 

Riverside county—Riverside: The tem- 
perature was slightly above the average. 
The highest was 96°. Berries of all kinds 
are plenty and cheap. Apricots are ripen. 
ing rapidly, and will be in market soon. 
Banning: J. M. Forquer will have a large 
crop of apricots, which he will dry himself. 

Orange county—Anaheim: Corn is mak- 
ing rapid growth. Potatoes are being 
shipped in large quantities. Sugar beets 
are growing rapidly and give promise ofa 
high percentage of sugar. Fullerton: Ap- 
ricots are fast ripening; peaches, pears, 
plums and apples wil! quickly follow. West- 
minster: The creamery is turning out 
6000 pounds of buttera week. Santa Ana: 
Apricot drying will commence in this vicin- 
ity next week. 

San Diego city—Fruit is ripening fast 
and the market is well supplied. Apricots 
are the finest for years; foerries are plenty 
and cheap,

YALE WINS AGAIN. 


Harvard Finishes Eight Lengths Be- 
hind the Winner. 


Big Odds Offered by Yale on Her Crew, 
With No Takers 
Displayed by the 

Collegians.

New Lonpon (Ct.,) Junes 28.—[By 
the Associated Press.| For the third 
consecutive time the Yale freshmen 
today won the annual triangular boat- 
race by defeating Haryard by eight 
and Columbia by thirteen lengths, in 
the time of 10:23. The only aspect in 
which the result of this year’s race dit- 
fers from the two immediate predeces- 
sors is that Columbia finished a poor 
third today, while she has been 
able to defeat Harvard heretofore. 
The Yale men recklessly offered 
odds of 8 to 1 on their °96 
crew, but the money went crying. All 
that was put up’ was on the 
relative positions of Farvara and Co- 
lumbia at the finish. The partisans of 
the three contesting colleges exhibited 
all the patriotic enthusiasm of the uni- 
versities. Yale luck gave their boat 
the best course, the central one. Har. 
vard chose the west, and Columbia was 
left to take the east side. ; 

At 5:48 the referee gave the signal. 
Columbia’s start was auspicious. Yale 
got away slowly, but in flae shape, and 
Harvard splashed and floundéred aim- 
lessly. A hundred yards from the 
start Columbia and Yale were tied and 
Harvarda few feet behind. As the 
half mile flags were passed Yale was 
three lengths in the lead, Columbia 
still keeping a scanty lead over Har- 
vard. Yale was five lengths ahead at 
the mile post and Harvard worked out 
a lead of ove length. 

At the mile and a half, Harvard had 
two lengths over the Columbia crew, 
while Yale was six lengths in the lead. 
Half amile from the finish, the race 
was decided, and Yale and Harvard 
rowed with the assurance of victors. 
In the Columbia boat they pulled like 
galley slaves, but their efforts were 
fruitless, and finally ended by Stur- 
gis, No. 7, catching acrab. He lost 
his balance, as well as oar, and fell back 
into the lap of No. 6. Only a momentary 
confusion resulted. The three crews 
crossed the finish with Yale thirteen 
lengths ahead of Columbia, the rear 
boat, and Harvard five lengths-before 
Columbia, and eight behind Yale. Off- 
cial time as follows: Yale, 10:28; 
Harvard, 10:47; Columbia, 11:02. 


READY FOR BATTLE 


The French Prepared to Bombard Bang- 
kok, 

Loxnos, June 28,—[By the Associa- 
ted Press.| A dispatch to the Times 
from Bangkok, the capital of Siam, 
says: ‘The French gunboat Lutin has 
anchored in the river opposite the cen- 
ter of Bangkok, and has made prepara- 
tions to fire upon the city. The top- 
masts of the gunboat have been struck 
and the guns have been mounted in the 
fighting tops. The French Admiral, in 
his flagship, is expected to arrive in 
Siamese waters from Saigon. The 
dispatch adds that the Siamese, thouch 
most anxious te maintain friendship 
with the French, have quietly deter- 
mined to resist aggression and are pre- 

aring for any contingency. The de- 
enses of the country prove stronger 
thanexpected. Three ships have been 
sunk at the entrance to Weiname River, 
on which Bankok is situated, about 
twenty miles from its mouth. This re- 
duces the channel] to the narrowest 
limits possible for use, and the govern- 
ment has ready ata moment's notice a 
complete block to prevent the ingress 
and egress of vessels.’’ 


EXCLUSION ACTS. 


Chinese Who Entered This Port Uniaw- 
fully to Leave First. 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Inquiry at the Treasury 
Department has disclosed the fact that 
about $150,000 remains for the en- 
forcement of the several acts. InJulya 
new appropriation of $50,000 becomes 
available, so that the aggregate fuhd 
available for the carrying out of the 
Chinese exclusion acts, including the 
Geary law, will be §65,000. As an- 
nounced by Secretary Carlisle, the pol- 
icy of the Administration will be, in 
view of the lack of funds, to rid the 
country of all Chinese who have en- 
tered unlawfully, in violation of previ- 
ously-existing laws, before endeavoring 
tosend out Chinese who came in law- 
fully, but are now under the ban of the 
Geary law, because they failed to com 
ply with its requirements of registra 
tion.

New Street Paving Specifications 
Adopted by the Council. 


Mr, Fitch Protests Against the Use of 
Maltha—yY. M. C. A. Work—People 
Coming and Geoing— Batch 

of Brevities. 


A special meeting of the City Council was 
aeld Tuesday evening to take actionin the 
matter of the street-paving specifications, 
which some of the good people up town 
have seen fit to object to, as originally 
drawn up, Trustee Lukens presided, and 
the other members of the board present, 
were Messrs. Cox and Clarke. 

By way of explanation, it may be stated 
that four objections have been raised to 
the specifications which were adopted sev- 
eral weeks ago, and under which bids for 
the work were solicited. One objection 
was that the specifications provided for the 
laying of a curbon certain portions of the 
streets; another, that they called for a 
granite gutter on Colorado street; thirdly, 
the provision made for laying iron culverts 
aeross Colorado street on Raymond and 
Fair Oaks avenues was objectéd to, and the 
fourth objection was to the effect that the 
territory taken up by the cross intersec- 
tions of Raymond and Fair Oaks avenues 
with Colorado street was covered twice in 
the specifications. The objectors argue 
that curbs, gutters and culverts constitute 
no partof astreet pavement, and should 
be provided for by separate contracts. 

he result of it all was thatthe Council, 

in order to avoid any possible future com- 
plications, amended the old specifications 
in the particulars above mentioned, so far 
as Raymondand Fair Oaks avenues are 
concerned, and abandoned, for the time 
being, all proceedings looking to the paving 
of Colorado street. A_ resolution was 
passed repealing and rescinding three pre- 
vious resolutions, wherein the tormer 
specifications hid been adopted, as well as 
rescinding certain previous resolutions 6r- 
dering the work of paving. 

At this stage of the proceedings Milford 
Fisn, who has warmly advocated the adop- 
tion of a cement-concrete base for the pave- 
ment for lo, these many weeks, once again 
made his presence known to the trio of 
Trustees. He hadcome to talk about *‘mal- 
tha,’ which is something that helps to 
make a cement-concrete base what it ought 
to be, or what it owght not to be. as the 
case may be. When the specifications 
were changed some weeks ago, at the in- 
stance of Mr. Fish and other property-own- 
ers, so as to provide for a cement-concrete 
instead of an asphalt-concrete base, no ob- 
jection was raised to the use of ‘“‘maitha.”’ 
Since that time, however, Mr. Fish has 
been informed from one source and an- 
other that ‘‘maltha”’ is n.g¢g., and he had 
come, therefore. to request the Council- 
men to eliminate it from the specifications 
p.4.q. But these gentlemen, after haring 
torn off all the trimmings, inthe way of 
culverts, gutters and curbs, from the speci- 
fications, drew the line at ‘‘maltha."’ The 
mutilation had gone far enough. In fact, 
the Councilmen opined that ‘‘maltha’’ ts 
not half as bad a thing as Mr. Fish tried 
to make it out to be. It being only too 
‘apparent that *‘maltha’’ hadcome to stay, 

r. Fish argued with some vehemence that 
the rights of the property-owners must be 
respected. The Trustees had heard this be- 
fore, but all three listened attentively and 
tried to look pleasant. Mr. Fish also took 
occasion to turn the attention of his audit. 
ors to such side topics as ‘bituminous 
rock,’ *‘the yroper use of the word ‘stand- 
ard,’ as applied to asphalt,’’ etc., but before 
he had finished the Trustees indicated that 
they had had enough. They further in- 
timated that sufficient time had already 
been deyoted to the drawing up of satisfac- 
tory specifications, that they had finally 
agreed uponthe nature of such specitica- 
tions, and that assuch they would stand 
*maltha’’ or no *‘maltha,’’ bituminous rock 
or asphalt, atinfnitum, Then Mr. Fish sat 
down. 

A resolution adopting new specifications, 
as above outlined, was then passed. An- 
other resolution passed is to the effect that 
“all proceedings inthe matter of the pav- 
ing of a certain portion of Colorado street 
be andthe same are hereby abandoned, 
-— that all proceedings heretofore® had in 

nnection therewith be and the same are 
hereby rescinded.’’ At the next meeting of 
Council a new resolution of intention will 
be drawn up to pave this street. 

Resolutions were then passed ordering 
Raymond and Fair Oaks avenues paved be- 
tween the south line of Union street and 
thesouth line of Vineyard street, and the 
clerk was instructed to advertise for bids, 
— must be handed inpriorto noon of 

uly 17. 


The City Attorney was instructedto draw 


up ordinances and other necessary papers 
in accordance with the petitions of Messrs. 
Foster and Painter for a franchise for elec- 
tric street railways. 

The meeting then adjourned.

This 
fire started in waste used in cleaning the 
engines, and was, consequently, oily and 
dirty. The finger marks — the jewelry 
and cases in the store would indicate that 
the hands of the burglars were in about 
such a condition as would result from the 
handling of this dirty waste. All three oc. 
currences are thought to be the work of the 
same persons.

THE BANKS. 


Business Moving Along as Usuaal—The 
Firat National Reorganization. 

There were no new features of inter- 
est in the banking situation yesterday. 
The deposits and withdrawals were of 
about the usual number and amount, and 
mouey business appeared to have set- 
tled back to about its former level. 

An amount approximating $300,000 
of the new stock of the First National 
Bank has been subscribed of the $400,- 
000 whichis expected to be issued. 
Thig $400,000, together with the pres- 
ent capital stock of $200,000 and the 
present surplus of $300,000, will make 
a total of $900,000, with which 
amount it is believed that the bank will 
be enabled to reopen its doors and com- 
mence business on a better basis than 
before the suspension. 

MR. HELLMAN IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

The San Francisco Callof Tuesday 
prints the following: 

Isaias W. Hellman, president of the Ne- 
vada Bank, returned from Los Angeles on 
Sunday. He was seen in his office yester- 
day, and was tound in a very cheerful 
mood. Mr. Heffman. who is the leading 
spirit in the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank 
of Los Angeles, hastened to the, Southern 
metropolis at the first sign of trouble 
there. 

His appearance in his old town at the 
height of the panic last week had an al- 
most magical effect on the people. They 
had lost their heads, and were raiding 
every bank in Los Angeles when he ar- 
rived. All the big institutions, except the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank, had closed 
their doors. ‘Hellman is in town!: Hell- 
man isin town''’ was shouted through the 
streets fifteen minutes after the train had 
arrived from San Francisco. The cry was 
as cheering to the mob of frantic people 
who swarmed in the business quarters of 
Los Angeles as was thecry of ‘The sea! 
The spea!"’ tothe column under Xenophon 
at the conclusion of their immortal re- 
treat. Mr. Hellman carried down.with him 

250,000, and as it was dumped into his 
Los Angeles bank the sight of the coin 
worked like a charm. 

Mr. Hellman said: ‘Everything is all 
rigut down South. Business there is all 
that could be wished. Nothing could have 
been more senseless than the panic. No 
city in the United States is in better condi- 
tion than Los Angeles. I received a dis- 
patch today from my brother, who is in 
charge of the bank there, stating that all 
cause for anxiety had disappeared, and 
that more money was ficwing into the Los 
Angeles banks than was going out. I have 
given instructions that aid should be ren- 
dered when needed to all the country 
banks in Southern California having ex- 
change relations with the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank." 


Of course the statement about all the 
‘*big institutions’’ closing was a myth, 
which originated in the fertile brain of 
the Call reporter, and that paper, hav- 
ing had full telegraphic reports of the 
state of affairs days before, should not 
have published it. It is a statement 
for which Mr. Heliman is in no way re- 
sponsible, as it was not incorported in 
this interview, nor did he say anything 
of the kind. 


LOSS OF THE ROYAL GEORGE. 


The Greatest Disaster in the History of 
the British Navy. 


The recent sinking of the British 
warship Victoria, with fearful loss of 
life, has revived interest in marine dis- 
asters,in which connection a correspond- 
ent writes Tue Times as follows: 


The loss of the Victoria has a parallel 
in the loss of the Royal George, which has 
been immortalized by Cowper. An old En- 
glish writer says: ‘‘Few events bave ever 
fallen with more startling sorrow upon the 
public mind of Great Britain than the loss 
of the Royal George, inthe month of Au- 
gust, 1782, while lying at anchor off Spit- 
head, near Portsmouth, She carried 110 
guns, was commanded by Admiral Kempen- 
felt,and was deemed the finest ship in the 
British navy. 

“Being just ready to go to sea, she was 
inclined a little to one side—either to 
stop a leak or some similar object. 
But so little risk was anticipated 
from the operation that the Admiral, 
with all his officers aud men, nearly athou- 
sand souls in all, remained on board. Be- 
sides these the ship was crowded with per- 
sons from the shore, among whom were 
some three hundred women and children. 
In this state of things the véssel was struck 
by a sudden wind, and, being proba. 


| bly too much inclined, she was thrown 


farther over, the water rushed into her 
portheles, she filled instantly and sunk. 
About three hundred persons were saved, 
but not less than a thousand perished. The 
effect of so tearful a tragedy may be more 
fully apprebended when we bear in mind 
thatthe whole British loss in the great 
naval battle of Trafalgar, fought a few 
years after—in its consequences the most 
important naval battle of modern times— 
was less than seventeen hundred.”
